Editois Memphis Appral: 

Perhaps the most difficult of all meta- 
physical researches into the occult act- 
ings of the human mind, is the endeavor 
te penetrate and harmonize the motives 
that govern aldermanic action. We 
were forcibly struck with this in look- 
ing over the proceedings of the board of 
aldermen last evening, aud witnessing 
the different results, as developed b 
different subjects, in the same miod, 
though tendipg apparently to the same 
end, viz: economy. We there find 
to compensate the 
poor man for losses susta@ined hy depre- 
ciation of city scrip, and af the same 
time refusing tO save the city atleast 
$25,000, as reported could be done by 
the epecial committee on hospital af 
faire. 

The poor man e¢ laborer is no banker 
or fiDancier—be Knows nothing of the 
fluctuations of the m ney market. When 
he engages to work fu you foradollar a 
day, to be paid in cily-cripateighty five 
cents, he thinks (hat valuation is a per- 
manent one, far as his -ontract is con- 
cerved, and calculates toneet his family 
expenses by his week's wages—but, lo 
and behold! on Saturday night he finds 
scrip has depreciated to fifty five cents, 
and he has not wherewith to feed his 
wife and children; and this depreciation 
is too frequently caused by acombination 
of capitalists for their own benefit. 

We have heard it reported that amem- 
ber of the honorable board was de- 
nounced in open council, by implication, 

as ‘‘ keeping ‘huckstering shop’ toshave 
the poor man’s wages,’’ and his reply 
was, “hedid not do it asan alderman 
but as a member of & corporated com- 
pany.’’ God save the mark! 

W by is it at this time, when the pecu- 
niary resources of the city are 80 limited, 
and debtand burdensome taxation are 
staring usin the face, that the proposi- 
tion of these medical gentlemen, so 
unpapimously and favorably reported 
upon by a especial committee of the 
board, has been rejected and cast aside ? 

These gentlemen, so provident in 
studying economy in all city matters, 
should be able to explain to their constit- 
vents the why and wherefore of this, or 
be held responsible for @ useless expendi- 
ture of public money. The committee 
say they have examined the figures on 
the comptroller’s books, for the last six 
mouths, and give the result as follows : 

The special committee on letting the 
city hospital, submitted the miowing

Your committee, in order to artive at 
definite and practical cunclusions, vis- 
ited the controller’s office aud obtained a 
statement of the hospital expenses for 
the first six months of the year. We 
find that the cost for the first three 
months was $30,678 84, being an average 
monthly expense of $7,667 28; for the 
last three months the cost was $13, 114 Ww. 
Monthly average $4,371 12. 

We find the average number of 
tients, during the last three months, 
been about seventy five. 

The cost to the city, under the proposal 
submitted by Drs. Irwin, Taylor and 
Lynch—of caring for seventy-five pa- 
tients—would be $3374, making a saving 
of $996 per month. This saving would 
be gensidorebly Increased during the 
winter months, when the cost of fuel is 
added. We, therefore, are of the opinion 
thata saving of about $25,000 per year 
could be made to the city by accepting 
the proposals of these gentlemen. 

We would suggest that the city reserve 
entire control, so as to have all opportu- 
nities of inspection and the power to 
close the contract at any time when it 
mer be deemed necessary. 

Upon motion of Alderman Amis, the 
foregoing report was tabled by the fol- 
lowing vote: 

Ayes—Aldermen Cochran, Wicker- 
sham, Amis, Holst, Smith, Passmore and 
Hulbert. 

Nays—Aldermen Powers, Glancy, 
O’ Donuell, Shaw, Raffin and Lemon. 

We see by the messages of the mayor 
pro. tem.—somewhat forestalling alder- 
manic action on this subject—that pa- 
tients can be treated at the State hospital 
at $1 07 per day. If such be the case, 
there is simply but one questien to be 
to be answered, viz: Why has the ex- 
pense héretofore amounted to Within a 
very mivute fraction of $2 perday?
